pose; the substance is just as good 
as a soil fertilizer as it is for ex­ 
plosives. 
The Chilean government is said to 
have a practical monopoly on the ni­ 
trate business for the entire world. 
For years its mines have produced a 
quantity to meet an y demand, whe­ 
ther for ammunition 
or 
for 
crop 
maker. 
Extensive lands in the province of 
Tarapaea. Chile, have never been 
opened up to nitrate production, but 
tho province is known to contain a 
supply equal to the fields which have 
heretofore supplied the world. These 
lands in Tarapaea were sold on Au­ 
gust IO by the Chilean government at 
public auction. 
The nitrate of soda produces nitric

BEST USE uF CORN FODDER 


In Tests W ith Sheep at Massachusetts 
Station Has Shown Feed to Be 
Gojd for Fattening. 


(By .TAXIKS MORMON.) 
(Copyright, 1914.) 
Corn is an excellent feed for live 
stock, both grain and stalks being fed 
lo advantage, but iii feeding it care 
must be taken to give the best results. 
The grain is a concentrated source of 
nutriment, 
palatable, 
easily 
masti­ 
cated and readily digested and assim­ 
ilated, but for dairy cows, corn should 
never be made up more than one-half 
to three-fifths of the concentrate part 
of the ration. 
It needs roughage as 
cornstalks or hay fed with it, for 
corn is poor in protein, but rich in di­ 
gestible carbohydrates. 
So for dairy 
cows, corn should be ground and fed 
with bran middlings or ground oats 
which are richer iii protein, rather 
thau fed alone. 
Corn fodder is the name given to 
the whole plant harvested with the 
ears on the stalks. The nutritive ratio 
of corn fodder has been ascertained to 
be about I to 11.5, so that some high­ 
er protein food is necessary to prop­ 
erly balance it to get the good re­ 
sults, and either alfalfa or clover has 
been found excellent for the purpose. 
In tests with sheep the Massachu­ 
setts station has shown that different 
varieties of corn fodder, while vary-

Washington, Aug. 14—The effect 
of the European war upon agriculture 
in the United States was discussed 
yesterday for the first time by Secre­ 
tary Houston, who pointed out that 
the United States was practically the 
only large food-producing country uri- 
distruhed. 
“If Germany and Austria can not 
control the high seas.*’ he said, “it 
will he very difficult for food supplies 
from 
this 
country to reach them. 
This would have a very serious effect 
on our exports, because a very small 
proportion is taken by these coun­ 
tries. 
Of the wheat and wheat flour 
exported 
in 1913—about 140,000,000 
bushels—only 12,000,000 went to Ger­ 
many and Austria, 
lf they were to 
control the high seas it would seri­ 
ously interfere with the marketing 
of the greater part of the foodstuffs 
we export. 
“If, on the other hand, England, 
France and Russia control the high 
seas, we should be able to m arket in 
the near future without great difti- 
culty the great mass of our export­ 
able food products. 
“Even if they cannot control the 
seas, they are going to take every 
sort of reasonable risk to get sup­ 
plies, and on account of their exten­ 
sive shore lines and large shipping 
facilities, they would doubtless secure 
a very considerable part of what they 
need.” 
Not Much Corn to Export. 
Secretary Houston pointed out that 
cotton, corn, wheat and meat pro­ 
ducts constituted the largest portion 
of agricultural exports. 
He said that 
his departm ent’s statistics of produc­ 
tion and exports of corn showed a de­ 
crease of over 600,000,000 bushels in 
1913 from 1912, and added, “it does 
not seem to me likely that we are 
going to have a very large amount of 
corn to export.” 
Importation of corn the past year 
, exceeded exports by nearly “.000,000 
bushels, and with the crop for the 
present year 500,000,000 bushels less 
than that of 1913, Mr. Houston thinks
